Administration s OK

• RADIO STATION WRGW received administration approv- 
al last Thursday after nearly two semesters of waiting. 

Assistant to the President, Max Farrington announced 
Thursday that the revised station constitution had received 
the approval of the administration. “I am very happy that it 
has finally been accomplished. 

We are looking for them to 
have a successful operation,” 

Mr. Farrington said. He added 
that any final decision regarding 
station policy will be determined 
by the public relations depart- 
ment of the University. 

The station was organized dur- 
ing the latter part of September, 
largely through . the efforts of its 
station manager, Stu Gelber. By 
early October, the group had been 
approved by the Student Life 
committee and the Student Coun- 
cil, needing only administration 
sanction to begin broadcasting. 

Mr. Gelber then took his organ- 
ization's proposal to Mr. Farring- 
ton. Mr. Farrington’s initial re- 
action was one of disbelief when 
he was informed that the station 
could get on the air without cost- 
ing the University one cent. How- 


dent would change his attitude. 

In February, Dr. Marvin retired 
as President of the University 
and was succeeded by Dean of 
the Faculty Colclough. Stu Gelber 
shortly thereafter discussed the 
proposed station with acting Pres- 
ident Colclough, who promised 
him he would give the organiza- 
tion’s constitution his immediate 
attention. 

The Acting President returned 
the constitution to the group ap- 
proximately six weeks later, re- 
questing that a few changes be 
made. These changes were im- 
mediately adopted and the ratified 
constitution was again submitted 
for approval. 

Seven weeks later, the constitu- 
tion was again returned for still 
further revision. These changes 
were immediately affected, and 
the constitution was once more 
submitted back to the Acting 
President's office. 

Last Wednesday, the adminis- 
tration sent back the constitution 
for additional corrections. These 
corrections were made and the 
document was returned to the 
Acting President’s office on the 
same day. Last Thursday, Mr. 
Farrington received a memo from 
President Colclough announcing 
the stations’ approval. 

A number of difficulties have 
arisen as a result of the delay in 
administration approval. When 
the station was conceived, a. star- 
studded inaugural broadcast was

S.C. Swears In New 
Members At Meeting

• THE SEVENTEEN NEW 
members of the Student Council 
were sworn in Wednesday night 
and Immediately considered vari- 
ous planks of the Colonial Campus 
Political Party platform. 

The new Council, dominated by 
11 members of the CC’s, enacted 
legislation setting up survey com- 
mittees to study the possible es- 
tablishment of a check-cashing 
service and a student directory. 
These two proposals were two of 
the main planks of the CC plat- 
form during the recent Student 
Council elections. 

A spirited battle developed just 
after the opening gavel when 
President Mead ruled that the 
Good and Welfare segment of the 
meeting would be closed to the 
public. Stan Heckman, Council 
Comptroller, immediately joined 
the battle and moved that Good 
and Welfare be open. The Coun- 
cil passed Mr. Heckman’s motion. 

Good and Welfare takes place 
following the regular business ses- 
sions. It is during this time that 
members informally criticize each 
other's action and comment on 
the usefulness and validity of the 
previous business session. Until 
earlier this year, this part of tha 
meeting was closed when a motion 
by Mr. Heckman outlawing such 
action was passed by the previous 


Ing on the closing of Good and 
Welfare, told the Council that if 
this segment of the meeting is 
closed, they could be accused of 
using this secret session to con- 
sider embarrassing issues. This 
has never been done, he said, but 
that is the reason why it was 
opened to the public earlier in tha 
year. 

Mr. Mead’s mastery of parlia- 
ment ry procedure left many of 
the new members in a daze and 
clearly indicated that this past 
Council Advocate should be ona 
of the strongest presidents in re- 
cent years. One veteran observer 
termed this meeting “the most 
smoothly run first meeting” that 
he had seen in the past threa 
years. 

Mr. Mead, very pleased with tha 
business conducted in tha first 
meeting, said he hoped to have 
legislation dealing with all the CC 
platform proposals ready for op- 
eration or administration approval 
by the end of the summer. 

Mr. Mead's optimism j g backed 
by the fact that all of the Colonial 
Campus Party's 11 Council mem- 
bers will be in town for the sum- 
mer meetings. A majority of Coun- 
cil members, in fact, will ba 
present and tha absentees will 
have appointed proxies. The Coun- 
cil, therefore, should feature a 
full house for tha upcoming sum-

busing Proposal 


• THE INTERFRATERNITY COUNCIL is considering the 
adoption of a proposal which may prevent a re-currence of 
the feud over rushmen living in fraternity houses before fall 

rush. 

The proposal, which was forwarded by Charlie Mays of 
Phi Sigma Kappa, calls for 
the establishment of an IFC 
housing committee. The pur- 
pose of the committee would 

be to determine the amount ot 
available space in each fraternity 
house. This information would 
then be given to the University 
housing office, which would, in 
turn, fill the houses. 

Resolves Conflict 

Mr. Mays and other supporters 
of the measure believe that this 
would resolve the conflict caused 
by njen who wish tp break their 
contract with Adams Hall after 
they pledge a fraternity. In addi- 
tion, they are convinced that this 
system will aid small fraternities 
to that their houses will be kept 
filled at all times. Proponents of 
the bill also point out the fact 
that there are expected to be only 
a fyindred vacancies in Adams 
hall 1 in the fall, at|d that the Uni- 
versity has already sent letters 
of admission to over two hundred 
out of town men. 

Bill Blocher, of Sigma Alpha 
Epsilon, speaking on behalf of 
those IFC delegates opposed to 
the measure, said that the pro- 
posal couldn't possibly benefit any- 
one other than the larger fra- 
ternities. He added that he doesn't 


consider the financial condition ot 
most of the fraternities to be so 
unstable that the housing office be 
required to provide renters for 
them. Mr. Blocher went on to 
say that the proposed measure 
leaves the door open for so-called 
''dirty rush," since a man living 
in a fraternity before rush will 9 
times out of 10 pledge that fra- 
ternity. 

Dr. Don C. Faith, Dean of Men, 
stated that he had no specific ob- 
jections to the plan, providing 
that it would be fairly adminis- 
tered.

Electronics Holds Key To Spoce Program

e "ELECTRONICS GOES today 
where man cannot go." 

This statement was made by 
Hal Gettings, associate editor of 
Missiles and Rockets magazine, 
speaking before AFROTC students 
Wednesday. 

Mr. Gettings’ topic was 'The 
U. S. Space Program" and he 
emphasized the Important part 
played by electronics in this pro- 
gram. 

He explained the uses of com- 
munication satellites and stated 
that the development of these by 
either the U. S. or Russia could 
have far-reaching consequences. 
With a aeries of satellites circling 
the globe, messages could be 
beamed to any point and the 
broadcast of propaganda would be 
much simpler than now. Eventu- 
ally, television can also be trans- 
mitted by this method. 

The possibility of operating ob- 
servatories in satellites is being 


studied by a committee of the Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration. according to Mr. 
Gettings. Telescopes and similar 
instruments operating above the 
earth’s cloud layer would give us 
a more accurate picture of stars, 
planets, solar radiation and 
weather data than we can obtain 
at the present, he explained. 

He also mentioned the aid which 
these satellites would give sailors, 
who, with suitable tables and ob- 
servations, could use them for 
navigation. 

Other projects which he touched 
upon were SNAP (small nuclear 
auxiliary powerpiant), ion pro- 
pulsion, MASER (a type ot tube- 
less oscillator) and the control of 
the ionosphere by hydrogen ex- 
plosions. 

These examples of the work be- 
ing done in the field of astrionics 
(space electronics) were died by 
Gettings to show the future of 
this fast-growing field. He en- 


couraged his audience to examime 
the opportunities offered by this 
field. 

In the discussion period which 
followed his talk. Gettings made 
a statement which stresses the 
speed at which astrionics is chang- 
ing, "Anything you say today,” 
he said, "may be proven wrong 
tomorrow."

• APPROXIMATELY one hun- 
dred members of Old Men were 
on hand for two meetings last 
week to make plans for Old Men 
activities for next year. 

After a preliminary discussion 
of Old Men duties, a few changes 
were suggested which were de- 
signed to make the program even 
'more effective. 

A aeries of forums concerning 
the various phases of University 
life was recommended. This, as 
suggested, would have consisted of 
six forums held at two-week in- 
tervals. After the statement by 
one member that in the twelve 
weeks which would be required to 
accomplish this, a student would 
have acquired the information by 
himself, the membership voted 
down the proposal.

• A PROPOSAL FOR the abolishment of Who’s Who on this 
campus was rejected last Friday by the Student Life Commit- 
tee. 

The action by the committee marked the second time this 
year that such a proposal has been rejected by that body, the

Betsy Evans, in proposing 
the motion at a Thursday meeting 
listed four arguments favoring the 
University's withdrawal from the 
organization. 

Frist, she said, "some of the 
student body think that it la a 
joke, and secondly there is so 
much dissentlon over the method 
of selection, that Is seems hardly 
worthwhile." 

For the third reason, she offered 
the belief that the organization 
offers little to the University’s 
prestige. And finally she noted, 
"Who's Who is not really an hon- 
orary. Instead, it Is purely a com- 
mercial gimmick; there are no 
goals, and no honor is connected 
with it." 

Chairman Coberly then called 
for the question to be Voted on. 
Five students voted or at least 
seemed to. The trouble was, how- 
ever, that two 6f the students 
only raised their hands trying to 
get the chair's recognition to make 
a motion to call the question. The 
chair, however, was calling The 
vote, so these two people were 
counted in a vote of five favoring 
the motion. The chairman asked 
for no negative votes and the bill 
was passed unanimously, the chair 
said. Then the meeting was ad- 
journed. 

The following day, Friday, how- 
ever, the vote was contested be- 
cause of the confusion incurred 
on Thursday, and a vote of four 
affirmatives was received, but was 
overshadowed by a count of five 
negatives votes. 

Dean of Men, Dr. Don C. Faith 
expressed his abhorrence of any 
form of contention, and believed 
that because Who's Who Is an out-

standing source of such a thing, 
that he would have to concur with 
Miss Evans' motion. 

Marty Reichgut, another man 
without a vote on the committee 
this year, but* slater! for member- 
ship next year as DDK representa- 
tive, voiced his disapproval of the 
motion on the grounds that the 
organization at this University 
has poor methods of selection. 

Because the student is asked to 
petition for Who’s Who recognition 
himself, he pointed out, he nat- 
urally considers himself qualified 
to receive recognition. When he 
doesn't get passed by Student 
Life then there is little wonder 
that he Is disappointed. That, 
therefore, Is the thing you should 
be worried about, he contended, 
not doing away with the organiza- 
tion itself. 

Tom Varley, a voting member 
of the committee offered more op- 
position to the motion. First, he 
questioned the point that such an- 
organization that recognizes sty- 
dents on a campus and one that 
is generally accepted by all stu- 
dents, need add prestige to the 
University or detract from It 

Secondly, he expressed faith In 
the organization as a means of 
offering incentive to incoming stu- 
dents at the University to partici- 
pate in campus activities. 

Chairman of the committee, pro- 
- lessor J. H. Coberly added more 
support to the Evans motion. He 
said first that he could not see 
the honor value connected with 
the organization. How can there 
be honor, he asked, if selection 
depends upon what an Individual 
university decides upon as its own 
method.

Lefty 
Denny, the Bobby Shantz of G 
street, has pitched two years of 
undefeated ball for the Buff. This 
season Hill is 5-0, and his hitting 
has been as good as his pitching. 

On the mound, Hill has worked 
46 innings in seven games and has 
only given up 10 earned runs for 
an earner-run average of 1.95. He 
has given up 33 hits and walked

• CLINCHING THEIR FOURTH 
consecutive Southern Conference 
tennis championship, the Buff net- 
men resoundingly slashed all op- 
position In the playoffs at Norfolk 
last Thursday, Friday, and Sat- 
urday. 

In the finals which had deterio- 
rated into a dual meet between 
G. W. and the Wildcats from 
Davidson by Saturday, the Co- 
lonials won eight of the nine 
championships, with the number 
three division doubles being their 
sole loss. 

The tournament which was 
played at the Norfolk Yacht and 
Country Club found winners in 
Jim Tarr, Jack Tarr, Saul Lelbo- 
,witz, Jim Whitehead, Ken Silver- 
" stone and Ken Garrison. The 
doubles victors were the team of 
Tarr and Tarr and the Leibowitz- 
Whitehead duo. Only the doubles 
team of Garrison and Dick Fisch- 
man failed to come through as 
they lost 7-5, 1-6, 6-2. 

For the second year in a row 
Jim Tarr, who is only a junior, 
has captured the Southern Con- 
ference singles crown. Also the 
Tarr-Tarr combination retained 
the doubles championship which 
It won last season. 

Leit?owitz, whose sensational 
14-0 mark in the regular season 
net action placed him as the first 
Colonial ever to have been unde- 
feated through a season, continued 
his powerhouse play id climaxing 
his No. 3 Division victory with 
a 6-1, 6-4 score. 

Entering Saturday’s play, the 
Buff and the Wildcats had netted 
eighteen points apiece by ?dvanc- 

* ing their six singles players and 
three doubles teams tb the final 
round in each of the respective 
divisions. The hoifeful Citadel ten- 
nis squad, which along with the 
Buff and Davidson teams had 
gone undefeated in its matches 
on Thursday, could not come 
through with a single victory in 
the semifinal round on Friday. 

Prior to the tourney, George 
Washington boosted its three-year 
domination of the Southern Con- 
ference in regular season play to 
four years by defeating William 
and Mary on Monday, May 4 .

• THE COLONIAL GOLFERS 
came from behind to cop the 
Southern Conference team title 
for the third straight year last 
Wednesday at Woodmont Country

The Buff pulled out in front on 
the final day of play and topped 
second-place Davidson by a close 
four-stroke margin. Warren Krick, 
playing his home course, led the 
G. W. attack with a 36-hole total 
of J55. John Dunn (157), Eddie 
Bowers (158), and Joe Haney 
(162) rounded out the play to give 
the Colonials the winning 632 
total. 

The tournament results were 
far from evident after the first 
day of the two-day event. The 
Colonials trailed the leading 
Citadel squad by eight strokes. A 
pair of 76s by Krick and Bowers 
kept the Buff within striking 
range, But Dunn’s 82 and Haney's 
84 assured the squad of only a 
fifth-place spot in the field of 
nine teams. 

Things were different on 
Wednesday. This time Dunn and 
Haney led the way, and the Co- 
lonials cClt four strokes off their 
Tuesday tqtal. Dunn, the Kenwood 
Club champion, turned, in a 75, 
the day’s low score, and Haney 
came back with 78 after an open- 
ing-round 84. Krick was a close 
third with 79, giving him a 36- 
hole total of 155 to lead the team 
and tie for third-place individual 
honors. Bowers came in with 82 
to give the Buff a 314 aggregate 
score on the day and a winning 
632/ total for the tournament.
